Tho extension of the session und of the course of instruc-
tion will produce some increase in the cost of the Professor's
tickets, the particulars ot which will be herealter announced.
It is expected that there will be a second session of live
months in each year, and in fact that arrangements will be
made for a continuance of regular study and exercises during
the whole year, by such students as may desire it Diplo-
mas will be granted at the end of each session to such as arc
found qualified to receive them. if.
